The two-year term of service of the 1949 enlisted contingent, 
which was supposed to end in Sentonber 1951, was extended until 21 October 1951, 
supposedly so that the troona could take refresher courses, Actually, . 
the real reason vas that the Army Day eslebrations of 6 October 1951 would have 
been ruined by the roleasa of old troops and the draft of new reeruits, 


@ ilinister of National Defense Alexej Cepicka announced in his order of September 1951 
that as of that dats, recruit contingents vould include younger enlistees, 
1.@o, 19-year-olds in 1952 and 18-year-olds at a later date. 


30 In September 1951 County ‘iilitary Conmands cancelled the deferments of a large 
number of college students and inducted them into the Army. ‘lost of the students 
were from the law facultios, The Mnistry of National Defense attemoted to 
recruit students for the “Military Medical College at Hradec Kralove (051/671) 
or the College of Engineering at Brno. Students who refuse to enter 
these schools may lose thoir draft deferments. Czechoslovak Youth Union (CSI) 
organizations in colleges were deleguted by the military authorities to provide 
cadre opinions concerning the political reliability of the students,
